These are 
o&ly a few of tie many creatures of the 
fields and the air which enable » man 
who has eyes to see to forecast the 
weather daring the nest few hours. Tbe 
explanation of all this ig to be found ia 
the exceeding sensitiveness of most- ani- 
mals, especially those which are mere 
er teas wild, to atmospherical condi- 
tione. They are all constantly making 
forecasts after their own manner, and, 
as we have hmted, thpy are far more 
trustworthy than aay devices of man to- 
wsutl ihvt cod.

Tbe Gipwtle Touch Me Xots of the Tropic* 


Have KxpUwiTe Froits, 


Everybody is familiar 
with the 


"tonch me not," the pretty jewel weed 
that grows along the side of water 
courses. When its seed pcds are ripe, at 
the slightest touch they will explode, 
blowing the seeds in ycur face. The 
giant among them is "che sandbox tree 
(Hura crepitans), a native of tropical 
America. Its farrowed fruits are as 
large as an orange. Cosmos of Paris 
thus describes this Krupp gun of the 
vegetable world: 


"It ia often cultivated as an orna- 


mental tree, both in its native country 
and in other parts of the globe, notably 
in certain gardens in the Indies. Its 
fruit looks on the outside something like 
a melon; it ia formed exactly like that 
of our native* euphorbias, of gectioct, 
which at maturity separate violently 
with so intense a report that it ha« been 
xonpared to the sound of a pistol, 
ihrowing its eeed to a considerable dis- 
tance. 


"With the fruit a very pretty sand- 


boi can be made by cutting a circular 
opening in the upper part, extracting 
the seeds and then covering the open- 
ing. The opposite side is perforated 
with little holes. A sandbox thus made 
is very difficult to keep, for the time al- 
ways comes when, aided by the drying 
process, the sections suddenly split, with 
a'characteristic sound. 


"The violent splitting of the fruit of 


the sablier is explained very simply by 
a process analogous to that which causes 
the two halves of a split stick to curl 
apart and depends upon the unequal 
extensibility of the elements of the 
valves, which produces the mechanical 
effect due to it at the precise moment 
when the sutures, the lilies cf least re- 
sistance, are opened by the progress of 
desiccation."

ed by first treating the eye with cocaine 
tmtil it becomes absolutely senseless to 
pain. "When all is ready, the part to be 
operated upon is covered thickly with 
India ink of the required color. Tho tat- 
tooing is then performed by means of a 
little electrical machine which operates 
a specially made needle.—London An- 
swers.

LINCOLN AT SCHOOL. 


A Schoolmate of the President Tells ot 


H« Early Ufe. 


Mr. George H. Yenowiue contributes 


a paper on "The Birthplace of Lincoln' 
to St. Nicholas. Mr. Yenowine quote? 
tho following from an old man namec 
Austin Gollaher, who went to school 
wilh the emancipator: "Lincoln was an 
unusually bright boy, and he made goor 
progress in his books—better than al- 
most any one else ia school—and he 
studied very hard, although be was 
young. He would get spice wood boshes 
and hack them up on a log and put a 
few of them ia the fire at a time to 
make a light for him to read his books 
by. It did not moke a very good light, 
bnt it was all he had at night. Young 
Lincoln was never good looking. He 
was angular and awkward. His mother 
was a rather slim woinau of medium, 
height. Tom Lincoln, his father, was 
tall. Abe was not very much like him, 
for Tom, Lincoln had a fuller face and 
was of a heavier build." 


In answer to a question as to Lin- 


coln's brothers or sisters, tho old man 
brightened up and said: "Oh, yes, he 
had a sister. Her name was Sally, and 
she was about my age. That was one 
reason why I thought so much of Abe. 
But when the Lincolus moved to In- 
diana I did not say goodby to either of 
them. 


"I nost heard of Lincoln several 


years afterward. It was said that he 
would make rails during the summer 
and thus earn money to go to school. 
Then I heard no more of Lincoln until 
he was nominated for president. I told 
tho boys that no matter what happened 
J was going to vote for Abe, I said I 
was going io vote for him if it was the 
last a<)t of n;y life, because I had plavcd 
with him when a boy, aud I was glad 
he had gene up in the world, and I did 
vote for him!" said the old man. 


Not Full Yet. 


The world is by no means full up yet 


Queensland has still an urea of 430,000,- 
000 acres to a population of about 450,- 
000 people. Its government lias lately 
been offering more tempting conditions 
to settlen*, who may now hold ordinary 
land for 20 years at a rental of threepence 
per acre, while "scrub land" may lie se- 
lected in areas tip to 10,000 acres aiid held 
for 30 years at an average rental per 
acre of very much less than a penny. 
This ought to bo good news for many 
struggling fora bare living in. the moth- 
er country. Of course the climatic con. 
diticns in many portions of the colony 
arc trying, but so they are in western 
Australia, which at the present time is 
adding 730 per week to its population, 
and the revenue of winch has been in- 
creasing at a rate fur outstripping the 
calculations of its treasurer. But this 
may bo only temporary, and it may bo 
that Queensland will be the homo of 
millions ot our follow countrymen after 
the golden ago in the west of the colo- 
nial continent has passed awT.y.—West- 
minster Gazette.

KOS3UTH AS AN ORATOR. 


Imposing In Appearance and the Finest 


Speaker of ilia Tlmo. 


"In appearance Kossnth was taller 


than Americans had been led to sup- 
pose. His face had an expression of pen- 
etrating intellect," writes Parko God- 
win, recalling the American visit in 
1851 of the great Hungarian patriot 
in a paper of the "Great Personal j 
Events" series in The Ladies' Home j 
Journal "It was long, the forehead ! 
broad, but not excessively high, though 
a slight baldness made it seem so, and 
the chin narrow, but square in its 
form. His hair was thin ig front and 
dark brown, as was his beard, which 
was quite locg, but not fcry thick, and 
arranged with neciness and taste. His 
mustache was heavy and rather long. 
His eyes were very, large and of a light 
blue. His complexion was pale. As a 
tpeake* his manner was at once incom- 
parably dignified and graceful. 
His 


posture and appearance in repcso were 
imposing, not only from their essential 
grace and dignity, but from a sense of 
power they impressed upon the beholder, 


"He spoke as if with little preparation 


and with that peculiar freshness which 
belongs to extemporaneous speaking, 
and the wonderful compactness aud art 
of his argument were not felt until yon 
reflected upon it afterward. He gesticu- 
lated freely, equally well with both 
anus. Nothing could be more beautiful 
in its way thau was the sweep of bis 
right hand, as it was raised to heaven 
when he spoke of the Deity; nothing 
sweeter than the smile which at times 
mantled his face, Beycnd a doubt he 
was the greatcstof orators then living."

with, for just so long as the moth will 
be attracted by the candlelight, so long 
will trade swarm around the advertis- 
ing light of business.—Hardware. 


Array Mmrrlagea. 


General Miles, as commanding gen- 


eral of the army, has just been called 
upon to decide on a somewhat delicate 
question in which military discipline 
was mixed up with moral and senti- 
mental considerations. 
As is well 


known, the array authorities regard a 
soldier married as a soldier marred, es- 
pecially if the eoldie.r is a private, and 
commanding officers have often gone so 
far as to refuse permission to wed to 
the men under them. Recently a chap- 
lain out at Fort Assiniboin, in Mon- 
tana, joined in the bonds of matrimony 
a private stationed there and a young 
woman who was working :is a domestic 
servant for the family of one of the offi- 
cers. No permission for the wedding 
had bees granted, and none had been 
asked. Kext day the post commander 
reprimanded tho chaplain severely, de- 
claring that his act was unauthorized 
and improper. The chaplain resented 
this and appealed to tho adjutant gen- 
eral, from whom the case went to Gen- 
eral Miles for final action. In rendering 
his decision General Miles says: "The 
course of the chaplain appears to bo 
fully warranted by law and regulations. 
While tho objection to soldiers marry- 
ing is well recognized it is not prohib- 
ited by law or regulations, and tho mil- 
itary authorities are not, therefore, war- 
ranted in intervening."—New York 
Times.

The accidents that astonish railroad 


men are those that happen without hurt- 
ing anybody. Such a mishap occurred 
to the Lake Shore flier from Cleveland 
coming into Chicago one Saturday 
morning. A steel tire slipped from one- 
of the driving wheels of the engine 
with the train going at f nil speed. This 
was extraordinary, but that it should 
slip off the wheel over the connecting 
rod and fall clear of the track instead 
of wrecking the train was simply mirac- 
ulous. 


The driving wheel revolves, say, four 


times every second, covering that same 
second SO feet of the rail. Fracture the 
tire with its deep inner flange, made to 
keep it on the rail, and try, with that 
big connecting rod rising aud falling 
two feet every quarter of a second and 
the broken tiro rolling 80 feet every sec- 
ond, to make the tire fall off the wheel 
and over the connecting rod so it shall 
drop clear of tho wheel, the rod, the 
rail and the train. 


This could not happen oneo in 10,- 


000,000 times. Yet on the Lake Shore 
flier couiing into Chicago it did that 
very thing, and the passengers, instead 
of being smashed up in a wreck, mar- 
veled over the remarkable occurrence.— 
Chicago Tribnue.

States Pipe Line Company, the Pro- 
ducers aud B*finen' P-po Line Com- 
panics, tbe Producers' Oil Company, 
imited, acd the Pi re Oil Company 
at Jersey City, means that the inde- 
pendent oil producers of Pennsyl- 
vania will cow "fight fire with fire.' 
Under tbe name of the Pure Oil 
Ccmpany the? have oganlzed a 
tru^t en tbe same basis ana lines as 
the Statdard Oil Ctrnpsny, a&d the 
fight being waged will now begin in 
earnest. 
Kearly all tee capitalists in the 


new trust are from Pntsburg or vi- 
cinity, with the exception or Micbael 
Murpny, tbe Philadelphia miUicn- 
aire, acd Hugh Kicp, of New York. 
Tbe Pure Oil Company was organ- 
ized a year ago under the antUiu«t 
laws of Pennsylvania. At the Jer- 
sey City meeting it was reorganized 
under ibe trust Jaws of New Jersey, 
and tbe capital stock was increased 
Jrom »l,OGO,OCO to 83,000,000. 


In addition to tbe boatd of direc- 


tors, 15 trustees were elected. They 
will control tbe stock. To cell the 
stock will require the unanimous 
vote of tbe trustees. Ttfls would 
prevent the Standard or any of Its 
agents from securing control. The 
independents now have only one dis- 
tributing point in Europe, acd this 
is at Hamberff.
